They also complain that this teacher has not been 
doing her duty towards the children in not keeping the school open 
during the time of year when all regular schoolé are running. It 
seems that she closes the school,and goes away on holidays when ever 
it pleases her. There were other times that the teacher was engag~ 
ed with other parties in the school, during school hours, and had 
the door locked so that the children could not get im and they were 


exposed to the cold.

Indians ask that this teacher be removed- They have requested 
Mre. Dyke to intervene on their behalf. 

Mrs. Dyke is well known to some of the members of 
your Department. Mr. Campbell and Mr. Chittie, the timber inspec- 
tor are both acquainted with Mrs. Dyke. She is a lady who has the 
respect of the whole community and has always taken a deep inter- 
est in the affairs of the Indian on the Mississaga Reserve. They 
go to her with all their troubles, and for that reason she has come 
to me on their behalf, requesting me to write you and place the 
matter before youe 

There seems to be some friction between the Indians 
and the Kissionary, the Rev. Father Richards, over the school teacher 
They have asked the Reverened gentleman to have her removed but it 
appeare that he wants her to stay. 

At present there is a very strong feeling against 
the young lady. They say that she has been receiving money from 
the Department in the name of some of the indian women, when in 
reality the money has been for herself, the others having nothing 
to do with ite They do not get the money that is provided for the 
scrubbing of the school and matters of this kind, in fact they have 
not been doing that work, and have given the young lady no author- 
ity to use their names in getting money from the department for the 
work done. 


There are a great many complaints of this kind. In 
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fact it would £111 a large volumm; I am only reciting & few 

of them so that you can understand the feeling against this 

young lady teacher. In order to discover the truth or falsity 

of these statements it would be mecessary to have @ man on the 
ground to investigate. As matters stend I am afraid that this 
teacher's usefullness among the Indians is much retarded. 

Suatouce sin ena further say that owing to the fact that the 
complaint®,to Mr. & Mrs. Jno. Dyke, there is considerable frict- 
jon between these people and the Indiana and some very hard things 
have been said by the teacher ageinst Mr. and Mrs. Dyke, which 
charges Mx. and Mre.Dyke repudiate as being altogether without 
foundation. Of course, = cannot enter into full particulars 

of this matter and tell you #11 that is being said as it requires 
@& man on the ground to fully understand the position of affairse 
Irs. Dyke does not intend to be slandered over this matter and feels 
very strongly the statements that have been made by the teacher 
ani desired the Department to know the full circumstances. If an 
Inspector is sent up, have him ,o to Mrs. Dyke who will fully in- 
form him. 

I may sa, that in all matters of this kind it has 
been customary to send letters to you through the Indian Agent 
and it would be my desire to do so in this case but for the fact 
that the Indians say that they have forwarded so many complaints 


to the Agent, about which they have heard nothing, they think 
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tho Agent ha: not been reporting to you. Personally, I have 
alwoys fond the Agent @ very pains-taking official und he may 
have his own reasons for not troubling tho Department. However, 
this condition of affairs has gone on so long that something must 
be doen or there may be very serious trouble.

Mr. Agent Hagan 
wrote the Department on the 28th ultimo enclosing a letter 
from Mis@ McGoey from which it would appear that some 
trouble had arisen between herself and Father Richard, 
Mr, Hagan was told that if the Priest had any complaints 
to make against the teacher they should be put in writing, 
Father Richard has now written the Department accusing 
Mises McGoey of neglecting her school and making grave 
insinuations against her character, 

Mr. Hagan in his letter above referred to says, 
*l am sorry to say that I do not believe a word of it. The 
lady im question is as good as gold, she has brought the 


school up from two children to nineteen and the Indians were 
well 
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well pleased with her work, but they are superstitious and 
they are afraid of the Priest. He wants the lady to send 
in her resignation, I do not want to lose the teacher as

You should aleo furnieh, eeparately, 
a price for the painting of the outeide of the building and 
another figure covering the cost of repairing the pump and 
placing a cover over it. It will be necessary to state the 
kitchen or other utensile needed, such as forke, knivee, 
plates, bedding and other furniture, with the approximate 
cost @f the eame. 


We will undertake at least the cleaning and repeir- 
ing of the inside of the building, putting the pump in good 
repair and furniehing the articles required for the teacher's 
use. The painting of the outeide of the building, however, 
will depend upon the coet of having the work done. 


You should submit the pricee for the work mentioned 
ae soon as possible, in order that it can be undertaken and 
completed before the end of August, next. I requeet, there- 
fore, that you will give thie matter your prompt attention. 


The question of obtaining the services of a teacher 
will be given consideration when this work ie authorized to

ill The late Right Reverend D. Scollard, Bishop of Sault 
Ste. Marie, requested that Miss MacNulty's services be dis- 
pensed with, owing to her inability to work in harmony with 
the local Catholic missionary on the reserve. You approved of 
her services being continued as teacher for the balance of the 
“present school year, ending June 30th, 1935. 
. I may say that there have been no recent complaints. 
.Her work in the classroom is satisfactory and the pupils under 
\her charge have made progress. This is a rather difficult 


, situation to deal with, in fairness to Miss MacNulty, against 
whose teaching services there has been no complaint. The 
-principal reason for requesting her dismissal was her lack of 
tact in her dealings with the Indian parents and the local 
Catholic missionary. 


I am submitting this case for your consideration 
and direction as to whether Miss MacNulty should be given 
notice that her services will not be required after June 30th, 
next, the end of the present school year, or whether her 
services be retained for a further period.

I am anxious to secure @ report from 
you with respect to the absence of these children and 
why it was necessary for the Indian parents to take 
these children to the woods. In view of the war 
conditions now confronting us, it is not the intention 
of the Department to keep schools open with comparatively 
small enrolments, and it is certainly not the desire 
or intention to keep schools open and in operation if 
Indian parents are not sufficiently interested to make 
an attempt to have their children attend regularly. 
Your immediate attention to this matter will be very 
much appreciated.

I am in receipt of a letter from Tndian 
Agent Laurence, in which he encloses an application 
from Mrs. Paul Petahtegoose for 4 transfer to the 
Mississauga Day School. In this letter she requests 
salary at the rate of $100.00 a month. 


You will remember that when she was 
appointed we were doubtful if she could carry on the 
school, in view of her family responsibilities. Appar- 
ently, she has been successful, as in a recent report 
from the School Inspector he commented favourably on 
the work that she has done. 


I cannot see any particular reason for her 
desiring to transfer to the Mississauga School, and, 
in any event, we are not prepared to approve this 
transfer, as the living quarters are not sufficiently 
large for a married woman with three children.

Mrs. Pidadigons haw no car but would 
be glad to make the trip out from Blind River every day if 
some allowance could be made for travelling expenses even if 
it were not complete, and a similar allowance to make up for 
the lack of accomodations at the school. This woman has a 
First Class teaching certificate. 


If this alternative does not meet with 
your approval at the present time, I would be grateful 
if the name of Mrs. Pidadigons should be kept in mind 
when \there is need of a teacher to open olasses in the 
new Mississauga school building, as we all hope, next year,

You are already aware that this school 
was burned to the ground on the morning of Februarym4th 
last. I belieys, Pey8° that Mr. Laurence has informed you 
we are making, t6 eep classes running and provide 4 


place where they may be held. 


Mr. Paul Berthelot, the Chiblows and I 
saved enouch desks to seat all the children at present 
in attendance. The reading library was also saved as well 
as the teacher's desk and its contents. We were also able 
to prevent the sheds from burning, so the fire wood and 
coal are safe. What we did not have time to save were the 
children's books from the desks, although we did save some 
and a good many had been taken home for night lessons. 
However, Mr. Berthelot has managed, through friends in 
Blind River, to collect enough supplies for the children 
to be able to resume classes immediately. He has even 
secured the loan of a large movable blackboard. 


It was suggested we try to obtain the 
use of Mississauga Inn as a school house, Mr. Laurence, 
after conferring with one of the ovmers in Sault Ste. Marie, 
tells me this is impossible for the present. 


The suggestion which I am prepared to 
carry out immediately is the temporary loan of the church 
for classes until some other arrangement can be made, or 
until the end of the spring term, The Right Reverend 
Bishop Dignan has already granted verbal permission but 
he warned me at the same time that I must secure some 
guarantees from the Department that the building would 
not suffer from the wear and tear of classes.

Accordingly I put forward the folloping 
agreement: 

The Diocese of Sault Ste. Marie freely grants 
the use of the Catholic Church at Mississauga for classes 
outside those times whenthe Blessed Sacrammt is reserved, 
until such time as a more suitable place can be found, 
up until the end of June, 1946. 

No rent will be charged for the use of building 
or furniture but the Department will be expected to provide 
the fuel for heating the premises. Moreover the Department 
will pay for the repair of any positive damage caused by 
the pupils or consequent upon the use of the building as 
a class room. Also the Department will make the usual 
allowance for scrubbing and cleaning. 

Finally, if the building is used for classes 
for the remainder of the school year, i.e. until the end of 
June, 1946, the Department will pay to have the floor 
varnished and the interior of the church proper repainted. 


I sincerely hope that the Department will 
accept this offer without delay.

I have your letter of the let instant, with reference 
to the school situation at the Mississauga Reserve. 


I might as well be very frank with you and state that 
at the present time I cannot see any prospect of erecting a new 
school this summer, 


This particular school was destroyed by fire after 
we had prepared our Estimates for the fiscal year 1946-47 and, 
consequently, no funds were provided. 


There is also an additional reason. ie require 
a number of schools all over the Dominion. In many cases the 
situation is similar to thet at Mississauga. In other cases the 
buildings are so old thet they should have been replaced before 
this, but due to war conditions it was not possible to do so. 


when preparing our appropriation for the current 
fiscal year, we requested funds for the erection of a number of 
schools throughout Canada. However, early in the present calendar 
year, you will remember that it was officially decided to concen- 
trate on the erection of private homes throughout the country and, 
as a Consequence, our public building program has been greatly curtailed, 
Owing to the difficulty of securing materials, we are extremely doubt- 
ful if we will be able to erect even the small number of buildings 
which we proposed to build, 


I am sorry that I have to give you such a dismal reply, 
but it is aimply due to conditions over which we have no control.

Desr Mr. Laurence, 

Pursuant to our conversation of 
the 6th instant re the Mississauga school, it seems good 
that I should set forth my opinion. 


In the first place I think the fact 
that there will be upwards of twenty-three pupils who 
should be in school there next year merits our very 
serious attention. 

Segondly, I am convinced the use of 
the church next year will not be practical. The 
arrangement has been fairly successful this year because 
of the fact that the teacher was © young man, and that he 
lived in town and could go back and forth morning and night. 
If the teacher were a woman, I could not allow her to use 
my room, even during the day. It is possible that 
some one might be found who would be willing to confin« 
herself to the church proper and commute back and forth 
from town if taxi wervice were provided for her, but I] 
am inclined to doubt this very much. 

Another solution might be regular and 
aderuate bus service to the school in Blind River. This 
would depend too on the accomodations of the school and 
the willingness of the teaching staff to stretch their 
resources. On this I am not prepared to say anything at 
present. 

The only real solution is a new school 
Immediately, and a salary for the teacher adeouate to 
attract a good one. I know there is a housing shortage 
put I think everyone will agree that schools should 
hold an AI priority, ahead of churches and even aheac of 
dwellincs,. 

If a school is begun this summer to 
be completed in the fall, classes could be held in the 
church during the warm weather until they could be moved 
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into the school. It is probable that a teacher could be 
persuaded to put up with this inconvenience if she has 
the prospect of better conditions constantly before her 
eyes. 


Hoping that these views correspond fairly closely 
with your own, and that they will meet with the 


approval of the Department,

Reserve, I took up with Father J.£. McKey, the Parish Priest, 
the matter of using the church as a school next winter. 


I am enclosing herewith letter 
received from him regarding this subject. I understand that 
the present teacher will not be available for next year. Last 
winter after the school burned down, I inquired regarding accomo- 
dation for the children at the school in Blind River but was 
advised that there was no room for them as the schools there were 
already over accomodated. 


As there is no place on the Reserve 
for a teacher to live if a new school cannot be built this 
summer, then the only solution would be for the teacher to 
commute back and forth from Blind River by taxi service, 
providing she was willing to confine herself to the church proper 
as stated in Father McKey's letter. 


The cost ef taxi service would be 
approximately $2.00 per day, but even this arrangement would 
not be very satisfactory during the cold weather,

the sink and also a pump in the kitchen for water, if possible. 
None of these conveniences were in any of the schools in this 
agency when they were first built. Water has always been a problem 
at the Mississauga and Serpent River Schools on account of the 
jistance it had to be carried. 


I would recommend that approximetely $ 500.00 
be set aside for each of these schools, for the purpose of drilling 
for water to see if it could not be obtained closer, and if possible, 
right in the school.

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(2) Where there are special circumstances which in the judgment of the Minister 
Minister of Labour make it expedient that he should do so, he may decide what ?! Whew 
are the current or fair and reasonable rates of wages for overtime, and what is jiom 
the proper classification of any work for the purposes of wages and hours. 
Immediately upon receipt of notice of any decision of the Minister of Labour 
hereunder the Contractor shall adjust the wages and hours and classification of 
work so as to give effect to such decision. In case the Contractor shall fail so 
to do, or fail at any time to pay to any employee or employees for any services 
performed or for any hours of labour wages according to the rates set forth in the 
schedule or fixed therefor by the Minister of Labour hereunder regarding over- 
time and classification, the Minister of Labour may authorize and direct the 
Minister to pay any such wages at the rates so fixed and to deduct the amount 
thereof from any moneys owing by the Government to the Contractor and any 
such payment shall for all purposes as between the Contractor and the Govern- 
ment be deemed and taken to be payment to the Contractor, and the Contractor 
shall be bound in every particular by any such authority, direction and payment 
as aforesaid. 

(3) For the protection of the workmen employed, the Contractor shall post 
and keep posted in a conspicuous place on the premises where the contract is 
being executed, occupied or frequented by the workmen, the Schedule inserted in 
this contract, also the preceding paragraph (2) and any decision of the Minister 
of Labour made thereunder. 

(4) The Contractor shall keep proper books and records showing the names, Books, ete., of 
trades, and addresses of all workmen in his employ and the wages paid to and =e 
time worked by such workmen, and the books or documents containing such inspection. 
record shall be open for inspection by the Fair Wages Officers of the Government 
at any time it may be expedient to the Minister of Labour to have the same 
inspected. 

(5) The Contractor shall not be entitled to payment of any money which 
would otherwise be payable under the terms of the contract in respect of work 
and labour performed in the execution of the contract unless and until he shall 
have filed with the Minister in support of his claim for payment a statement

(6) In the event of default being made in payment of any money owing Power to pay 
in respect of wages of any workmen employed on the said work and if a claim peor hl 
therefor is filed in the office of the Minister and proof thereof satisfactory to the payment by 
Minister is furnished, the said Minister may pay such claim out of the moneys °™'™tr 
at any time payable by His Majesty under said contract and the amounts so 
paid shall be deemed payments to the Contractor.

Burk, Port Arthur, and you should look to him 
for advice and instructions in connection with your 
duties. All reports and returns are forwarded to 
his office. 


I may say that Mobert is approximately 
1: miles from the station at <ing, where there is 
an operator. The Imperial Limited stops on demand. 
At Mobert, which is an Indian village, there is a 
Catholic church and a Hudson Say store. The Hudson 
Bay manager and his wife will be the only white 
residents, as the priest comes only at intervals. 
I think it would be a rood plan for you to take 
with you a little sister for company. There will 
be plenty of room in the teacher's quarters and she 
could attend class at your school.

The Department is in receipt of Inspector Greening's 
report regarding his inspection of the Mobert Indian Day 
School on the 22nd ultimo. 


This report reads, in part, as follows:- 


“The difficulty is that the Indians at Mobert 
have lost interest in the school. The Chief 
called to see me and told me that, in spite of his 
best endeavours, he was unable to get the children 
to school. Many of the families, he said, had 
moved from Mobert rather than send their children 
to school there. At my visit in May, there were 
only four children present, so that I was unable to 
form any estimate of the work that had been done 
during the year. At this visit, as will be seen 
in another part of this report, there were seven 
pupils present. The Chief says that it is the 
boys who show the greatest reluctance to going to 
school. I would imagine that the pupils at this 
school are not so well advanced as they were when 
Mise St. Louis left, this condition, no doubt, 
being the result of lack of interest and poor 
attendance. Unless the available children can 
be got to attend school, the work being done hardly 
warrants the expenditure being made." 


“The Reserve Constable (Bonanish by name, I 
believe) has done very little to assist the teacher 
in securing attendance. Indeed, he is one of those 
who have left the reserve."

"with carpenter detailed report following". 


I beg to report I left on the first available 
train for Mobert to investigate this fire. 


The fire apparently originated 
from an over-heated pipe. The pipe did not 
fit the pipe hole in the chimney snugly 
so the foreman was compelled to fill this 
space with concrete. A large piece of 
this cement had dried and fallen out leaving 
a small space wiere sparks might have 
penetrated. Ynfortunately the teacher had 
neglected to turn the damper off in the 
pipe. The fire started at 4 a.m. during 
an exceptionally cold spell and high winds. 


I found the teacher suffering 
from a nervous shock and extremely worried 
about her neglect. I did not reprimand her 
at the time, as she felt she should resign 
at once.’ I feel that this might have happened 
in any case, and as the inspector reports that 
she is doing good work would not recommend 
that she leave this school. 


The approximate cost of the fire 
should not exceed $150.00. 


A circular letter has been mailed 
to all schools in this Agency urging that the 
greatest precautions be taken in case of fire. 


I regret very much having to report 
this fire and trust there will be no other such 
instances.

A very inexpensive stove could be 
purchased from Batons, which is a combination 
heater and cooker, for approximately $235.00. 


I would suggest that this stove be 
purchased for the Mobert School, as it will actually 
pay for itself in a short time.

| I beg to report I recently returned from 
the Mobert Iriian Day School. After a careful 
inspection off each home I found 85% of the children 
are undernourished. The teacher has supplied 
oatmeal, rice} and barley, also cocoa. She paid 
for these from her own pocket. 


I would strongly recommend an allowance 
of $12.00 for 3 months, as the children on this 
Reserve are undernourished and one hot meal wonld 
be of great assistance. 


I would also recommend purchasing 
flannelette and wool for sewing classes which will 
not exceed $10.00. ‘The teacher advised she would 
mend the children's clothing, teach them how to 
darn their socks, snd make undergarments. Some 
of the children are running around very poorly 
clad with the temperature ranging around 40 to 
50 below zero. This Reserve is situated a few 
miles west of White River. 


The following supplies are also required 
for the school: 7 panes of glass, swede saw,hblade, 
1 axe.
